Captioned investigation indicates that two previous 
incidents*may be connected to captioned matter as follows: 

On 4/22 and 23/90, a steel power transmission line, 
plus two telephone poles were sabotaged in Santa Cruz, 
California, resulting in the loss of power to over 100,000 
customers for over six hours. A communique was received 
claiming credit for this act from an alleged group called the 
Earth Night Action Group. The act itself, and the communique, 
closely parallel the events surrounding the Thermcon 
investigation awaiting trial in Phoenix, Arizona. In the 
Thermcon case, members of the Earth First organization were 
arrested by the FIB. IN the Santa Cruz case, members of the 
Earth First organization applauded the downing of the Santa 
Cruz power lines and additi onally two member s of the 
organization, JUDI BARI and l l had leafleted the 

Santa Cruz area calling for environmentalists "to go out at 
night and take action for the earth." 

Subsequently, on 5/9/90, an explosive incendiary 
device was located at Cloverdale, California at the Louisiana 
Pacific Lumber yard. This device would have, if it properly 
functioned, destroyed over $1 million worth of lumber and 
officer buildings at the Company. Coincidentally JUDI BARI 
and| |have been quite active in the Cloverdale 

area campaigning against the lumber industry and JUDI BARI 
Specifically, prior to her environmental verbal attacks 
against the lumber industry, was a union organizer targeting 
Louisiana Pacific. 

On 5/24/90, an explosive device detonated in a 
moving vehicle in Oakland, California which was owned and 
being operated by JUDI BARI with DARRYL CHERNEY as a 
passenger. Following the investigation of the crime scene and 
interviews of witnesses, the Oakland Police Department and the 
Alameda County District Attorney's Office arrested DARRYL 
CHERNEY apd JUDI BARI as being responsible for transporting an 
explosive device. 

Subsequently, searches were conducted at JUDI 
BARI'S residence and nails were found that the FBI Laboratory 
indicates were made by the same stamping machine during a 
relatively short milling run. The FBI Laboratory also advised

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that the Cloverdale explosive device and the detonated device 
in JUDI BARI's vehicle had significant similarities, 
indicating that the same person or persons constructed these 
two devices. 

Subsequently, a communique was received from an 
individual claiming to be the Lord's AVenger and that he/she 
was responsible for the Cloverdale and Oakland devices. FBI 
Laboratory confirms that the Verbiage in the Lord's Avenger 
letter indicates that in all likelihood the author either 
directly participated in or dealt closely With the makers of 
these two devices. 

The Alameda County District Attorney's Office has 
elected not to formally charge BARI and CHERNEY stating "There 
is insufficient evidence to sustain a Conviction." The FBI's 
investigation continues, focusing on attempting to identify 
the Lord's Avenger. It should be noted that neither BARI nor 
CHERNEY nor any of their associates are amenable to interview 
by the FBI. Also, there has been a continuous stream of news 
media coverage, nationwide in regard to the Oakland bombing 
investigation. The bulk of this coverage has been stimulated 
by BART and CHERNEY and others associated with the Earth First 
organization accusing the FBI of mounting a COINTELPRO-type 
operation against environmentalists. BARI and CHERNEY have 
also filed a $40 million lawsuit against the FBI and other 
local law enforcement agencies, charging harassment and 
complicity in connection With the bombing. 

Investigation indicates a number of individuals who 
associated with each other to include, in some cases, being 
arrested with each other. The telephone records for. these 
individuals Were requested and those which cannot be obtained 
through San Francisco's Investigative Assistants through 
Pacific Bell follows, 'identified by Division.

Your affiant says that the facts in support of the issuance of the search, 
warrant are as follows: 

Your affiant is employed by the Oakland Police Department and. has been so 
employed since August 1976. Affiant as a Police Officer has been assigned to 
the Patrol Division for four years. Traffic Division for ;five years and 
Narcotic’s Section for one year. In 1986 affiant was ,promoted to Sergeant of 
Police and was assigned to the Criminal Investigation Division. Affiant 
worked as a Burglary Investigator, Robbery Investigator and is presently 
assigned to the Homicide Section, 

On 24MAY90 Sgt. Sitterud. an Oakland Police Officer, and affiant^were 
assigned to the Homicide Standby Duty. At 1200hrs Sgt. Sitterud and affiant 
were*assigned to respond to a explosion at Park and MacArthur Boulevard in 
the City' of Oakland. Sgt. Sitterud responded to the scene and affiant 
.responded to Highland Hospital where the occupants of a vehicle were being' 
.treated, associated with the explosion. 

Affiant arrived ,at Highland Hospital at 1215hrs and observed Allied Ambulance 
Comoany arrive at the Hospital- The first ambulance to arrive had a remale 
white name ’ Julie Bari. Bari - was taken to the Trauma Room. Affiant spoke 
with Allied Paramedic Sal Taormina who transported Ban to the hospital. 
Taormina told affiant that he nac responded to a report of an explosion^and 
observed a white car at Park and MacArthur which appeared to have surreyed an 
explosion. while treating Ban at the scene she told himithat. "A bomb went 
off in their car.” 

A second ambulance arrived a Highland Hospital with a male white on the, 
gurney. The man told Hospital staff that his name was Darryl Cherney and 
that he was a political activist *and this was an assassination attempt. 
Cherney was taken into the Trauma area for treatment. Affiant spoke with 
Allied Paramedic Brian Buckman who transported Cherney to the Hospital. 
Buckman said that Cherney told him at the scene that. ”We are political 
activists with Earth First and they threw a bomb at us.” 


Affiant learned from medical staff that Bari suffered a shattered pelvis and 
internal injuries and that Cherney suffered multiple lacerations. 

Affiant left the^hospital and went to the scene of the explosion. Affiant 
met with Scrt. M. Sitterud. Sitterud advised affiant that Bari and Cherney 
were in a'white Subaru Station Wagon California License #2NWX290. They were 
traveling northbound on Park Boulevard when a bomb exploded inside the 
vehicle and the vehicle came to rest at the west curb : Ban was-driving the 
car and Cherney was tne right front oassenger. Sgt. Sitterud said that two 
witnesses to the incident were at the Homicide Section. 

Your affiant viewed the white Subaru along with agents from the F.B.I... Your 
affiant was advised by these F.B.L. Agents that the bomb device was on the 
floor board behind the drivers seat wnen it detonated. Your affiant spoke 
with F.B.I. Special Aaent Frank Doyle Jr. who told affiant that he has been 
assioned to the International/Domestic Terrorism Squad for the past twenty 
years. has been trained as a hazardous devices technician, .is a police 
instructor in terrorism and bomb matters, and has processed approximately one 
hundred and fifty bombing crime scenes in the United States. Agent Doyle has

testified in Federal. State and local courts as an expert concerning bombing 
matters. Doyle advised your affiant that he conducted an examination of the 
white Subaru at the scene of the bombing. Doyle stated that he observed the 
components of a pipe bomb including a battery a mechanical watch, electrical 
wires, pieces of a pipe nipple measuring approximately 2 inches by 12 inches 
having been capped at both ends and filled with a low explosive filler. Doyle 
also observed numerous nails bound together by silver duct tape for shrapnel 
“ effect.

On 8/1/90, at approximately 7:00pm, Southboundon Interstate 780, 
writer observed a large semi-truck transporting a flatbed trailer loaded 
with a full load of hew lumber; the trailer bore California license 
1UK2403, and the truck, cab and. trailer, mud flaps bore a company name of 
"DON E. ; NOLAN; Fortuna, Ca.". Of note, on the rear bumper of the flatbed 
trailer, just, above the license plate, there was displayed a bright yellow 
bumper sticker, which in bold black print stated "JOBS FIRST!", and then 
to■the right of this print,.-also in black, Was the image of a closed fist 
which had been circled around and had a slash through the middle in red. 

The image of the closed fist Was recognized by Writer to be identical to 
the symbol of a closed fist utilized.by the environmental group EARTH FIRST!. 
A sketch of this bumper sticker is featured below:

It is clear that, this bumper sticker. Was intended to be a parody of 1 
the EARTH FIRST! logo; however, the red circle around'and slash through 
the fist seems to suggest that the driver <&/or owner of the above described 
lumber truck is opposed to the EARTH FIRST! movement. 


The above observation is being documented, inasmuch as captioned victim, 
JUDITH BARI, who is a leader Within the EARTH .FIRST! group, has indicated 
that she has been the recepient of numerous death threats, which she feels 
are probably originated from the lumber companies, limber Workers &/or loggers 
in Northern California, who feel that the efforts, of the. EARTH FIRST! group 
to save all the redwood trees, are placing their jobs in jeopardy.

The Behavioral Science Unit is requested to review the 
enclosed confessional letter by the "Lord's Avenger" to develop 
possible psychological profile of same. 

Enclosed for BSU are two photo copies of the Lord's 
Avenger letter. 

For the information of the BSU, at approximately 11:50 
a.m. on 5/24/90, an improvised explosive device detonated inside 
a vehicle being driven by JUDITH BARI at the intersection of Park 
Avenue and 34th Street, Oakland, California. The device, which 
tore a three foot by two foot diameter hole in the floor of the 
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vehicle beneath the drivers seat, sent shrapnel and car parts 
into BARI, and her passenger, DARRYL CHERNEY. BARI and CHERNEY 
are self-proclaimed members of the environmentalist group "Earth 
First." 


Debris from the explosion was found covering the entire 
intersection and the adjacent business district. Also at the 
scene were two vehicles that were traveling with BARI's vehicle 
at the time of the explosion. 


The injured parties and their traveling companions all 
asserted that the device had been placed in an attempt to 
assassinate BARI, who is described by associates and herself as a 
member of Earth First. Persons claiming to rep resent Ea rth First 
contacted the FBI and stated that both BARI and | l had been 

the subject of death threats and physical harassment for thei r 
environmental activities. It is noted that BARI and| |have 

been in the news recently because of their involvement wim 
"Mississippi Redwood Summer", an event sponsored in part by Earth 
First to conduct protests against the logging industry in 
Northern California. This event's name refers to the civil

Authors of letters-to-the-editor are considered a 
newspaper's sources “of information, just like any other 
sources would be. Hence, disclosure of the materials you 
seek would be protected under the California Shield Law and 
the California Constitution. As I am sure you are. aware, 
this protection is an absolute one, subject only to 
balancing if a sufficient showing is made by a criminal 
defendant in furtherance of: his fair trial rights. See 
Delaney v. Super io^Court . _ Cal. _(May 1990). 

Moreover, in contrast with the "Lord's-Avenger 
letter" itself which, we- believe, was not sent ro us for a 
news publishing purpose and which appeared to. be, critical 
evidence in your investigation, the letters you now seek can 
hardly be. classified as similarly critical.

issues and/or which were never published.

Judi Bari was the target of a personally motivated murder 
attempt. This person knew her and was close to her and he used 
his position to carry out a scheme to eliminate her from the 
public scene.

At any 
rate, the defense cannot contest the purposeful detonation 
argument because to do so would incriminate their client.

Had Motive and Predisposition. 


A) | |had a personal motive for wanting Judi Bari out 

of the way. It’s widely though tacitly known among their mutual 
acquaintance that he chaffed terribly under her rise to prominent 
leadership while his own role was diminishing, and that he 
rankled at her proven ability in areas where he could only 
demonstrate ineffectuality. He can be shown tohave been in a 
highly frustrated and unbalanced state of mind prior to the 
incident. 


B> At one time their relationship was in a relatively balanced 
and harmonious state, and as long as he was a big fish in a small 
pond and had a steady outlet for his very powerful emotional 
needs he could blow off steam slowly and safely. But the game 
changed and with Judi Bari's rise'to stardom the relationship , 
became inverted.

C) As he constructed it in his mind,.or as he may have been 
convinced, in this unbalanced emotional and mental state, he had 
to remove her from the public scene, and he had to punish her 
also. He acted in a cold and calculating manner but his modus 
operandi was typically theatrical and dramatic, and his attack on 
her was brutal and personal. (see Appendix C)

If this was an assassination attempt it had to be an inside job. 
Whoever planned the attempt had to have a detailed knowledge of 
Judi Bari's itinerary and, more specifically, they had to be 
familiar with her personal traveling habits, probably intimately 
familiar. This person knew enough about her to be able to hide a 
small, low power bomb in plain sight, near enough to her to kill 
or seriously injure her. the person who placed the device had to 
know when and where her car or her belongings could be approached 
without the activity, being noticed as unusual.

* explosion is proven to have been intentional and judi Bari's car 
is indicated as the target. If the clock spring i® intact and if

B> If the bomb was hidden in a musical instrument case that would 
tel 1 a lot about targeting, intend and opportunity. It rules out 
I l only plausible supposedly “non-violent” target option, 

a fake car bombing on the Santa Cruz campus, because the case 
would have been removed from the car and taken into the rally.

Summary and Conclusion. 

Judi Bari is no,fanatical bomber, every knowledgeable observer 
will confirm that, it doesn't fit! She was the target of an 
attack, however, and a careful process of examination and 
elimination should be able to determine specifically who targeted 
her for an attack and who carried it out. Circumstances relative 
to inside knowledge, 'ease of opportunity, mode of operation and 
personal motive clearly implieate two people as possible 
co-conspirators and perpetrators in this case. 

If this theory is correct, there is an unstable and violent 
individual on the loose who must now strike out at anyone who may 
know his secret and threatens to expose him. Judi Bari is still 
in danger, if he suspects that the game is up he may try to 
finish the Job.

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APPENDIX A. 


Accidental detonation in this case is not likely. 

I ~1 explosives use and handling which included 

the operation of timed electrical detonating devices. My memory 
may be a little faulty and'my information is dated, please excuse 
the lapses. 

1) Detonation by static spark would occur when the device is 
removed from the vehicle at the end of a long trip. Since static 
charge bleeds off when the vehicle stands still over night a 
static spark is not likely to occur with the device sitting still 
inside the vehicle at the beginning of the trip. 

2) Friction ignition of black powder generally occurs in hot, dry 
ambient conditions and is induced by a hard jarring shock or by 
excessive compression. Not likely in this case. 

3) The most frequent case of accidental detonation, by far, as I 
remember it, was mishandling of the timer/power source during 
arming. You've heard about the absent minded anarchist who blew 
himself up because he got the arming procedure backwards? He 
hooked up the battery, set the time, tried to set the alarm, 
missed it, and tried to reset the alarm. To avoid accidents of 
this sort battery connection was always left until the last 
possible instant and the detonator/timer leads were always 
disconnected from the battery and taped 2" apart to a non¬ 
conducting surface during transportation. I'd be very surprised 
if the "Mad Bomber's Manual" did not contain a similar safety 
warning. 

4) I have to assume from the above, therefore, that the bomb in 
Judi Bari's car went off because it was at least partially armed, 
or "off safe" with the battery hooked up. Whether or not it went 
off as timed is yet to be determined. 


APPENDIX B. 

This action was elaborately planned but not professionally done.

Political sabotage of this nature is 
reminiscent, of the activities the 
F.B.L engaged in during the 1960’s 
under the name “Cointelpro.” This 
program of covert operations was 
formally suspended in 1971 after the 
media revealed that the F-B.L had 
deliberately disrupted legitimate 
movements for social change^ * 
Congressional investigations estab¬ 
lished that the F.B.L’s activities in- 
duded a 10-year secret war against 
Dr. Martin Luther King, and court 
documents show, that agents , acted 
Improperly in the murders of mem¬ 
bers of the Black Panther Party and 
the American Indian Movement The 
1 F.B.L agent id charge of investigating 
my case is Richard W. Held, who 
.worked with Cointelpro. And although 
Cointelpro was formally suspended, a 
former agent Wesley Swearingen, 
has said that its. activities continued. 

The F.B.1. admitted at a news con¬ 
ference that one of its agents, Michael 
Fain, set up Earth Firstl activists for ^ 
arrest in Arizona, and it has been 
widely reported that the bureau spent 
more than 82 million to infiltrate and 
disrupt Earth Firstl Considering this 
history, it seems wildly improper for 
the F.B.1. to be conducting any inves¬ 
tigation of the bombing attack on me 
inOakland. 

The reaction of the F.B.1. to the 
bombing was so Improper that a 
■ coalition of 50 environmental and 
women’s groups, including the Sierra 
Club, the Audubon Society and the 
National Organization for Women, 
joined Representative Ron Delhims 
of California in calling for a Congres¬ 
sional investigation. The House Ju¬ 
diciary‘subcommittee on civil and 
constitutional rights, headed by Rep¬ 
resentative Don Edwards of Calif or-, 
nia, has agreed to question the F.B.1. j 
about its handling of the case. ' 

Earth First! is not a terrorist or¬ 
ganization, although the F.B.I. has 
done its best to present us as one. If it 
can succeed in framing and discredit¬ 
ing us, then domestic dissent is not 
safe from Government sabotage. The 
right to advocate social change with¬ 
out fear of harassment is the corner¬ 
stone of a free society. We cannot 
allow ourselves to be manipulated by 
police agencies that have no respect 
for our democratic principles.

The FBI and the Oakland, California, Police Department 
are jointly investigating the incident that involved a bomb that 
exploded in Ms. Bari's car on May 24th inOakland. Since this 
is an ongoing case, it would be inappropriate for me to comment 
about anv s pecific aspects of this case. However, I want 

I to know that the FBI is in no way responsible for 
crimes perpetrated against Ms. Bari and Mr. Cherney. While we 
may investigate allegations of violations of Federal law which 
fall within our investigative jurisdiction by individual members 
of groups and organizations, all such investigations are carried 
out in accordance with Attorney General Guidelines and Presiden¬ 
tial directives. We have found that these Guidelines serve to 
protect the First-Amendment' rights and personal privacy of 
United States citizens, while simultaneously enabling us to 
effectively perform our legitimate law enforcement functions. 
Activities such as that described by your constituent would not 
be permissible under these Guidelines.
